T I M I N G BIG PROJECTILES. 


DOTV Their Initial Velocity Is Calculated 


In Tests a.t Simdy Hook. 


To the layman one of the interesting 


features in a big gun test is tho method 
by which (he initial velocity of tho 
projectiles i.s calculated. When ho hears 
that the modern high power guns often 
espcl a phot at an initial velooiry of 
2,000 feet a second, a rate that if sus- 
tained vro-.ld mean a fiile iu three sec- 
ond.', he icalizes the difficulty of calcu- 
lating the speed. An ordnance officer 
mu?t ha re accurate knowledge of tho 
velocity oi' a projectile, that ho may pre- 
ditr its raiijro ;u:d penetration and de- 
termine the accuiiicy of the gnu. It is 
a _comparatively easy matter, however, 
with tho uc-.v instruments to calculate 
nccuniiely the initial velocity of a pro- 
jectile, and any QUO who is fortunate 
enough to vi-dt Sandy Hook -when big 
gtiii.s c.iti heiug tested may ECO how it is 
donu. 


Two cptu frames aro pet up '30 feet 


apart iu frcnt of the gun. Wires aro 
srrptched back and foriii across thcf-o 
frame.-, making a screen through which 
tho sl.ct nn>t jiass. The wires in each 
screen icini a complete clectrio circuit, 
which iijcludi'? alr-o an electric battery 
and an ei( t iiu nspguct. The projectile, 
after leaving thu gun, flics through tho 
who iii tijo first .'-crecn, interrupting tho 
circuit tuid releasing tho armature of 
tho magnet. Tn a space of time so small 
as tfl bo hardly conccivahlo tho projec- 
tile lias covered the distance between 
iho two fiv.iiKS and pierced tho wiro in 
tho second, intorrnpthig its electric cur- 
rent and releasing the armature of its 
magnet, as in tho first case. Tho inter- 
val between tho dmp of these two ar- 
matures leprcEonts tho time spent by 
tho piojc'jtilo in traveling 150 feet. 
This time is indicated by tho chrono- 
graph ill the laboratory near by. Wires 
inn from each screen to the laboratory, 
which i.s fitted up with batteries and 
switchboard.?. 


The urvaaiuroof tho first, electro mag- 


net i.s an iiou rod about 3 feet long, 
which is suspended veLi.ic.iUy. This rod 
falls when tho pccoud electro magnet ia 
placed a littlo below tho first, and when 
it is released ic ads as a knife, and, 
striking tho side of tho .falling rod, 
makes a slight mark. Tho distance of 
this cut or mark from the end of the rod 
indicates tho distance through which 
the rocl has dropped whilo tho projeotilti 
is passing frorA one screen to another. 
This forms tho unit for tho calculation 
of tho projectile's velocity iu feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns navo increased tho initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in thu last 
few years. Projectiles may he expelled 
now -with r> force tliat will mako them 
effective at a range fuT beyond ordinary 
eyesight.—Now York Sun.
